Compared sows fed nf-180 before and after far- 
rowing with unmedicated sows. Result: Sows re- 
ceiving nf-180 averaged 2 more pigs per litter at 
3 weeks.

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Livestock Marketing Up 


FED CATTLE prices should stiffen in September. Premiums for Choice and Prime prob- 
ably will widen. Prices may be rather steady in October-December. Supplies 
will continue near recent volume and slightly larger than a year previous. 
Most of the increase of 4 per cent in number on feed July 1 was in the West. 
Cornbelt states had only 1 per cent more. Current prices about 10 per cent 
below the September-December 1959 average discount the supply increase. 





PUSH CATTLE to a good finish for their grade. Give those grain-fed on grass a short 
turn in dry lot. Top out closely during early fall price strength. Bear in 
mind the price discrimination against weight over about 1,200 lbs., and the 


high cost of Prime finish over Choice. 





GRASS CATTLE prices will be pushed lower by increasing supplies. Marketing will ex- 
pand toward the end of the grazing season and when drouth areas sell to bring 
cattle numbers in line with winter feed supplies. More cows are going to the 
packer this year, although not enough to stop herd build-up. Sell some heavy 
grass steers and heifers suitable for slaughter this month. Further weight 
gain will be small and prices probably will be lower in October. Sell wet 
cows early. 





FEEDER CATTLE WON'T GET MUCH CHEAPER, if weather is near average. They're already 
around $3 under last year's September-December average. Declining prices for 
fat cattle and uncertainty about new corn slowed buying and contracting up to 
midsummer. Numbers of feeder calves won't be quite as large as expected. The 
calf crop in Western states and Texas was up only 3 per cent although cows 
and two-year-old heifers January 1 were up 5 per cent. 








BUY OR CONTRACT soon for part of your feeder needs. You'll have an exceptionally 
wide choice now, but buy the age and grade that will make best use of your 
available feed. Yearlings and calves usually give Cornbelt finishers best 


returns.

HOGS WILL have a moderate fall price drop. They're probably heading for a fall low 
of around $15 for barrows and gilts at major Cornbelt markets. Prices in the 
next 5 or 6 months should average 20-30 per cent higher than a year previous. 
The ratio of hog prices to feed costs will stay quite profitable through fall 
and winter. 





HOG MARKETINGS will increase a third or more to the late fall or early winter peak. 
They're likely to be around 15 per cent less than a year previous. They will 
continue lighter in late winter and next spring than this year, but by a 
gradually decreasing percentage. The production cycle is about to turn up 
and marketings will begin to increase 7 or 8 months later. 





TOP OUT HOGS closely in September. Sell down to 200 lbs. or a little under. Feed 
out lightweights, but not to more than 240 lbs. Any price premium for heavies 
will be gone by the time you get there and prices will be lower. Let light 
shotes coast on slower feed and head them for the midwinter market. 





MARKET FAT LAMBS closely on price enliies Prices will continue to work lower till 
October, then may level off, or sag a little more by December. Buy low- 
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Market Forecast (continued) 





priced feeders, especially natives if they are thrifty. If you want breeding 
ewes, you can find better buys than a year ago. 


HOLDING WOOL won't return much profit. Trade interests expect new Southern Hemisphere 
sales to start slightly lower. World production again, is up 1 per cent, and 
the cyclical rise in consumption is levelling. 





MILK PRICES will rise slowly to a November peak. Feed to keep up output during the 
low=-production period, but-cull any low producers turning dry soon. They'll 
be cheaper by late fall. 





FEEDING COSTS will stay slightly lower than last year. Feeding ratios will average 
a little higher. Number of grain-using animals to feed will be down % per 
cent. Hay supplies, however, will be less and more hay-using animals will 
have to be fed. 





CORN AND SORGHUM prices will dip during harvest. They'll drop low enough to make 
Storing attractive. Sell soon any old crop surpluses. If you need to buy 
watch for CCC bin-site offerings of corn. 





OATS WILL be more plentiful and a cheaper feed than last season. Hold surplus oats 
and barley for 5-10 cent price rises by midwinter. 





PLAN TO BUY OR contract ahead for protein feed, during an early fall price dip. Un- 
tii then buy as needed.

Profit Pointers in . . 


Buying and Managing Feeder Cattle 


By Dr. John W. Massey 


@THE CATTLE CYCLE HAS 
REACHED the stage where three 
distinct phases are now inevitable. 
These are: 


> 1. Increased marketing. 
> 2. A further build-up in number. 
> 3. A downward drift of prices. 


According to the United States 
Department of Agriculture report re- 
leased January 1, 1960, there were 
101,520,000 cattle in the United 
States, of which 80,189,000 were beef 
cattle the largest number recorded in 
history. This increase should mean a 
good supply of stocker and feeder 
cattle available this fall, at a price 
from 4 to 12 cents a pound less than 
1959 prices. However, remember that 
the difference in price will be re- 
flected by grade, quality, and con- 
dition, with the lower grades show- 
ing the most drastic decline. With 
the price squeeze being increased 
competitively within and between en- 
terprises, the beef cattle producer 
should evaluate his beef program for 
soundness.

economical utilization of high-rough- 
age rations, such as grass and for- 
age. This will also hold true in the 
cornbelt area, even though it is not 
well adapted and not the most prac- 
tical with a large supply of concen- 
trates. The selecting of a profitable 
beef system depends on many 
things: The experience and desires 
of the operator, the size of the op- 
eration, the acreage of grasses and 
forage, the productivity of cash-crop 
land, the equipment and livestock 
facilities, and last, the amount of 
risk one can afford to endeavor. The 
main thing to remember, is that a 
cow and calf program carries the 
least risk and finished cattle the 
most, with other systems being in- 
termediate. So select a sound system 
that fits your farm or range opera- 
tion and stay with it, especially until 
the present cattle cycle makes an 
upturn, or levels off. 


Stocker and Feeder 
Calf Production 


® Stocker and feeder calf produc- 
tion is adapted to areas with large 
acreages of native grass pasture. 
Size of the cow herd is important, 


is your key to greater profits. 


and about 150 cows should be con- 
sidered a minimum. Cows should 
calve from January 15 to April 15, 
and the calves should be castrated, 
dehorned, and vaccinated before the 
summer pasture season. Only top- 
quality, high-performance bulls 
should be used to produce choice 
grade feeder and stocker calves. 

The success of this program will 
depend on the size of operation, and 
low production cost. The objective 
of this system is to produce 450- 
pound stocker and feeder calf grad- 
ing choice. The production cost can 
be reduced by breeding heifers to 
calve at two years of age, and by 
wintering cows at a maintenance 
level of-nutritions. 


Wintering and Grazing Steers 


> The primary objective in a win- 
tering and grazing program, is to 
produce 350 to 400 pounds of gain 
during a twelve-month period, on a 
steer that will grade choice as a 
feeder animal when sold. The steers 
are fed roughage during the winter, 
and grass during the summer. This 
program is adapted to large acreages 
of grass and the animals may be 
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wintered on dry grass, or on har- 
vested roughages. Since the average 
return per animal is somewhat lower 
than on some of the other cattle 
programs, a larger number of an- 
imals should be handled in the pro- 
gram for adequate financial returns, 
and most efficient use of labor and 
facilities. 

Steer calves used, preferably, 
should be in stocker flesh, and 
should make a gain of 75 pounds per 
head during the winter and not over 
200 pounds, if economical gains are 
to be expected on pasture. This pro- 
gram is better adapted to the light- 
er-weight calves. The winter rations 
may vary from dry standing cured 
range forage supplemented with 1 
pound of a protein concentrate per 
head daily, to harvested roughages 
supplemented with protein and up 
to 4 pounds of grain per head per 
day. 

Growth promoting hormone im- 
plants could be used to increase 
summer gains on grass, but are 
objected to by some producers and 
feeders because of the undesirable 
side effect on the animal appear- 
ance. The maximum effectiveness of 
the hormone is reduced on pasture, 
due to the lack of a high energy ra- 
tion. 

Yearling steers may be used in this 
program as well as calves, prefer- 
ably, steers that are thin and light- 
weight. 


Deferred Full Feeding 

> The objective of this program is 
to produce a choice-grade slaughter 
animal during a_ twelve-month 
period, which consists of wintering, 
grazing, and fattening phase. Choice 
to good quality steers or heifer 
calves, or yearling steers may be 
used. 

Steer calves that weigh about 425 
pounds or more, are purchased in the 
fall and wintered, so as to gain at 
least 250 pounds. The total gain is 
around 600 pounds for the 3 phases, 
putting the animals into choice 
grade at a 1,000 to 1,100 pounds. 

An economical ration to feed dur- 
ing the wintering phase is a non- 
legume roughage of high quality, 
such as sorghum silage supplemented 
with a legume hay, or a protein con- 
centrate. In addition, about 4 pounds 
of grain should be fed daily to steer 
calves. 

During the 90-day feeding phases 
from August 1 until early November, 
the steers should receive all the 
grain they will eat and 3 to 5 
pounds of roughage per head daily. 
In addition, they should be fed about 
14% pounds of protein concentrate, 
and 1/10 of a pound of ground lime- 
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stone per head daily if the roughage 
is a non-legume. If the roughage is 
a legume, such as Alfalfa, or Red 
Clover, feed only 1 pound of protein 
concentrate per head daily, and omit 
the limestone. 

Growth promoting hormones such 
as Diethylstidestrol may be included 
in the fattening phase of this pro- 
gram by implanting, or by mixing 
them with the feed. 

Heifer calves and yearling steers 
are handled in identical manner as 
steer calves, except the grain may be 
reduced or omitted from the winter 
ration. A variation of this program 
which has been found satisfactory 
for heifer calves, is to omit the graz- 
ing phase and full-feed heifers after 
the winter period. This, however, 
will depend on the market outlook 
in the spring of the year. 


Feeding Low-Grade Steers 

> This is a common cattle fatten- 
ing program successfully followed by 
some producers. They purchase 700 
to 800 pounds’ steers of the lower 
grades, common to medium, in the 
fall and winter months and feed 
them to a desirable slaughter grade 
of standard to low good by spring. 
The advantage of this program is to 
feed larger numbers which are rel- 
atively low in price during the fall 
months, and marketing them as 
slaughter cattle in the spring when 
they are usually in demand. 


The Ways to More Profit 


> 1. Buy the right kind of strong, 
thrifty cattle. 


Recognize the fact that older 
cattle usually sell less per 
100 pounds than they cost as 
calves. 


. Meet the nutrient needs of 
all the young cattle by prop- 
erly balancing the ration. 


. Recognize that the costly 
winter phase of the program 
may well be the key to profit. 


The amount of winter gain should 
be influenced by the way the cattle 
will be handled in the spring. Lower 
gains are much more desirable for 
cattle going to pasture, than cattle 
fattened on grain in the spring.

Cost and Break-Even 
Selling Price 


> Let’s get our pencil and paper 
out now after considering the above 
systems, and do some figuring on 
some typical cattle feeding pro- 
grams. The following figures on long 
and short féd cost and break-even 
selling prices are based on corn at 
$1.10 a bushel, hay $16 a ton, corn 
silage $8.69 a ton, and protein sup- 
plement $86 a ton and pasture 13 
cents a day per animal unit.

> From all indications, there will 
be a normal supply of feeder cattle 
available in western Colorado. The 
number of yearlings offered for sale 
may be down slightly, but this will 
very likely be offset by an increase 
in calves: ,We have experienced an 
unusually dry season in this area, so 
it is very likely that our offerings 
will be lighter than normal, and also 
it is possible that if the dry weather 
continues, there will be more feeders 
available in September than normal. 

There has been little taking place 
in the way of negotiation, or trading 
on fall contracts. There is some 
indication, however, that good and 
choice yearling heifers will be held at 
around 23c, good and choice yearling 
steers 25-26c, and steer calves 28- 
30c. 

We, as producers, are expecting 
the feeders to be good customers this 
fall, but we see nothing in the pic- 
ture to indicate a real “hot” market 
situation. Any further reduction in 
prices received by us will put a lot 
of boys in the red. Given a stable 
fat cattle market at present levels, it 
appears that feeders will be able to 
buy our cattle at levels approx- 
imating last year’s, and in so doing 
have a good market for their feed 
and a chance for reasonable profit. 

In behalf of the Colorado Cattle- 
men’s Association, I wish to extend 
a personal invitation to all of your 
subscribers who feed cattle to visit 
Colorado during the ensuing Fall 
months.

» Demand for feeder cattle will be

» The outlook for the feeder cat- 
tle prices in Missouri does not look 
as good this year as in the past, for 
the producer. 

The reason that we will likely have 
lower feeder and stocker prices this 
fall, is due to a lower price for fat 
cattle and the increased numbers of 
feeder cattle available for the ready 
market. 

I would like to point out two 
things favorable to prospective buy- 
ers about Missouri cattle: First, the 
quality of cattle being produced in 
Missouri, is getting better every 
year. Secondly, the general flesh, or 
bloom, on the cattle at the present 
time, is below average for this time 
of year. 

The early and excessive rainfall in 
north Missouri has resulted in late 
corn planting. Therefore, there will 
be a large supply of soft corn, which 
should help strengthen the feeder 
and stocker cattle market this fall, 
to a certain degree. 

Since Missouri is centrally located 
in the United States, with minimum 
transportation cost, and offering 
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close to a million feeder cattle for 
auction this fall, the buyers 
shouldn’t have any trouble here, 
getting the right kind of cattle to 
fill their feedlots.

@THE FEEDER PIG INDUS- 
TRY is growing by leaps and 
bounds and we want to do our bit 
towards making the fall sales good 
deals for both parties. 

Let’s say if you haven’t got a 
lot of corn, but you’re long on:pas- 
ture, you may want to sell feeder 
pigs, making a turnover just 6 
months after you mated the sow to 
a purebred Meat type boar. Or if 
you do have plenty of corn for fin- 
ishing a Choice pork carcass and 
don’t want to bother with breeding, 
farrowing, weaning, castrating and 
immunizing, then you'll be in the 
market for feeder pigs. 

When I started to write your 
story, at the little town of Francis 
Creek, Wis., in Manitowoc County 
where you can almost smell the Lake 
breezes, the Wisconsin Feeder Pig 
Marketing Co-op sold 4,439 head. 
(Last year they marketed 220,000 
feeder pigs for 3,000 members.) 
$15.90 per head was the top for 
59-lb. premium grade castrated, 
crossbred feeder pigs to be finished 
out in Minnesota. But a load of 
4514-pounders were delivered out in 
Nebraska @ $15.75 each, and 200 
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These 100 pound thrifty feeder pigs will be the size de

feeder pigs averaging 54 lbs. were 
put on a concreted Illinois feeding 
floor for $14.96 apiece. 

On that same day bulk hogs, 175- 
225 lbs., were bringing $17.50 @ 
$18.50 per cwt. in Chicago. Same 
day &8-lb. pigs sold in the auction at 
Osgood, Ind., @ $24.00 a cwt. or 
$13.95 per pig and that buyer hauled 
them home. 

Practically every state college can 
give you a table surmizing a 50-50 
chance of profit for both the feeder 
pig producer and the feeder-outer. 
Trouble is you’ve got to guess what 
your finished hogs will bring on the 
market 120 days from now. Then 
how much corn and supplement will 
it take? at what cost? what do you 
expect to get for labor? death loss, 
equipment, bedding, rental of build- 
ing, interest on your investment? 

But I suspect you’re pretty good 
at guessing top hog prices next Jan- 
uary, when a new President will be 
inaugurated. Illinois has worked out 
what you might call a rule of thumb: 
for 40-lb. pigs pay 1.8 times price 
per pound of market hogs; for 60-lb. 
pigs,.1.6 times; for 70-pounders 1.5, 
and for 100-lb. feeder pigs pay 1.35 


times what selected light butchers 
bring. Oklahoma simplifies it by 
suggesting to multiply market price 
by 1.6 if hogs are selling up to $20 
and by 1.7 if they are selling above 
$20. I hope. 

Animal Scientist Walker and 
Economists Hinton and Mueller, up 
there at Urbana, IIl., budget the cost 
of putting 125 lbs. on a 50-lb. feeder 
pig to a sale weight of 225 lbs. as 
follows: Feed (400# per cwt. gain) 
10.94 bu. corn at $1.10, plus 87.54 
40% protein supplement @ 4.5¢c = 
$15.97. Labor, 31144 minutes per 100 
Ibs. gain, @ $1 an hour = $1.10. 
Equipment (40c per 100 Ibs. gain) = 
70 cents. Buildings (35c per 100 lbs. 
gain) +61 cents. Bedding, etc., 
(17c per 100 lbs. gain) = 30 cents. 
6% interest on feeder for 4 mos. = 
24 cents. 

That’s a total of $19.29 in direct 
production costs for 225 lbs. of pork 
on the hoof. 

Well, what about the other fellow, 
who turned over 50 pounds of live, 
healthy, vaccinated, graded pig to 
you, for what’d you say you paid? 
Horvath and Wamsley over here at 
Morgantown, W. Va., tell their farm- 
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ers that Midwest data for gilt litters 
(7 weaned) show cost to be about 
$8.50 per pig, and for sows that save 
8 pigs only around $5.30. Such pigs 
are out of crossbred sows, but in al- 
most every case advices are to use 
a purebred boar, preferably from a 
Certified Meat-type litter. 

Feeder pig producers have taken 
a leaf out of the sheepman’s book 
and are flushing the gilts with 7 or 
8 lbs. of 15% protein a couple of 
weeks before mating. If not on green 
pasture, let them have all the 2nd- 
cutting alfalfa they want. After 
breeding cut the feed to 5 or 6 lbs. 
for 60 days. You want sows “fit, not 
fat.’’ Third month of gestation add 
a pound of feed, and 4th month still 
another. 

But now the time has come when 
you may have to stay up all night. 
107 days after breeding date (you’ve 
got it down in your record book, I 
know) clean pen and farrowing crate 
with hot lye water, until it is like 
a maternity ward should be. Sham- 
poo the sow thoroughly with soap 
and warm water. Add some bran to 
her ration. Those 9-inch guard rails 
solid and 9 inches above the floor? 
Good. 

Heat lamps in order? May get a 
‘norther” yet. 114 ft. above the bed- 
ding of ground corncobs? Oh, that’s 
right, you’ve not got much corn, 
which is why you're selling feeders. 
Well, shavings or chopped straw 
will be o.k. 

Now don’t get nervous. Dry each 
little fellow with a clean sack. Check 
the pig’s nose; that membrane’s no 
use any longer. After navel cord 
quits throbbing cut it off and dip the 
inch that’s left in 3% iodine. Use 
those side-cutting nippers to clip the 
needle teeth. Careful of those gums! 
cut, don’t crush, just so they’re even 
with the other teeth. Why are they 
thataway, anyhow? To protect him 
if he were born out in the forest, of 
course. They’re really temporary 
tusks, or wolf teeth. But mamma 
doesn’t like them. 

Ear notch. You'll need it for your 
records and sure-fire culling. What’s 
that, you’ve only got 7? Well, that’s 
the national average. Oh, you said 
11. Now, you will get a nice profit. 

Something else Sus scrofa lost 
when we brought her in from the 
forest—iron. If that pig doesn’t get 
7 milligrams a day, it'll have the 
thumps, probably. Sow’s milk is 
woefully short on iron, which the pig 
has got to have to make hemoglobin, 
red blood. She only has one milli- 
gram a day to give him in her milk. 
So on the third day you'd better take 
a clean-boiled syringe and shoot 2 
c.c. of injectable iron into each pig’s 
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flank. Better’n that “clean sod” 
which many use. 

Plenty of fresh clean water? Yes, 
for the pigs, too. In 10 days they’ll 
sample pellets—proteined, sugared 
and antibiotic-ed just right by your 
feed dealer—from a shallow pan. 
Then the creep mixture, and you’re 
on the way. Weaned at 8 weeks, or 
before, you’ve got a 50-lb. feeder. Or 
have you? 

You castrated the boar pigs during 
the second week of their life, and 
two weeks later vaccinated for 
cholera. Now weaned at 40-50 Ibs., 
you’re ready to market your crop of 
feeder pigs. 

The progressive animal husband- 
men at the University of Wisconsin 
are pushing a Pacemaker Pork Pro- 
gram. They keep records on a farm 
herd of at least 5 gilts and sows 
over a 3-month farrowing period. 
Feeder pig producers must make 
320 lbs. per litter at 8 weeks, mar- 
ket hog folks 1,500 lbs. at 5 months, 
half of them grading No. 1’s at 200 
Ibs. 

The research departments of all 
the mixed feed companies have some 
of the top animal scientists work- 
ing on gestation rations, pig start- 
ers, creep feeds, growing and fin- 
ishing rations, and the most pro- 
ductive supplements to go with your 
own feed grains. So when a farm- 
er asks me about feed mixes, I tell 
him to see his feed dealer. If he 
doesn’t know the exact answer to 
your particular problem, he has lit- 
erature from the home office or he 
may even call up their experts. 


They can’t overcharge you. If one - 
should, his competitor on the next 
corner wants your business. 

Any real disease problem at any 
time, don’t hesitate to call your 
friend, the veterinarian. He’s your 
friend. So are we.<

I am located in the south-eastern 
part of South Dakota in a territory 
that is noted for the livestock fed 
and marketed. 

There are not a lot of feeder pigs 
available in this territory. Several 
feeders find it necessary to go to 
other territories to get pigs for feed- 
ing. Some buy from dealers who im- 
port pigs from Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sia, and other northern territories. 
Later in the year there are more 
pigs available from the western part 
of our state, where it is common for 
producers to raise their pigs to 75 to 
125 pounds and then ship them to 
the corn-belt feeders for further 
feeding before severe winter weather 
sets in. 

No doubt there will be more feed- 
ers available in future time, as there 
seems to be a trend for more pro- 
ducers to go into the business of 
producing pigs for sale as feeders. 

Summing up these remarks I 
would say that the present available 
supply of feeder pigs is a little below 
the cut back in swine production. 
Some men that would ordinarily sell 
their pigs will finish them to market 
weights, due to the favorable price 
ratio at the present time. This 
should tend to make the present 
available supply somewhat higher 
priced than in ordinary years. Wen-

MSTEER GAINS INCREASED 
approximately 9 percent when an en- 
zyme preparation was added to a 
fattening ration consisting of ground 
shelled corn and alfalfa hay. How- 
ever, the amylolytic and proteolytic 
enzyme preparation had no benefit 
when fed to the same basal ration 
that was supplemented with 0.65 
pound of soybean oil meal per day. 

These observations resulted from a 
154 day feeding experiment which 
included 24 head of yearling steers. 
All of the steers were fed individ- 
ually in separate bunks. The basal 
ration consisted of ground shelled 
corn, alfalfa hay pellets, 5 mg. of 
diethylstilbestrol and 15,000 Inter- 
national units of Vitamin A per head 
daily. The basal ration of corn and 
alfalfa hay provided enough protein 
on the basis of recognized standards. 

The two groups of steers fed 0.65 
pound of soybean oil meal daily re- 
ceived approximately 10 percent 
more protein than those on the basal 
ration. The corn-hay ration was held 
at 3 to 1 during the entire experi- 
ment for all four groups. A mineral 
supplement containing 50 percent 
salt and 50 percent steamed bone 
meal was fed free-choice. A _ salt 
block was also available to the ani- 
mals. 

The enzyme preparation was a 
commercial product derived from a 
microbiological fermentation process 
and primarily a starch digesting en- 
zyme but also contained some en- 
zymes that digest protein. This pro- 
duct had not been approved for beef 
cattle feeding at the time this report 
was prepared. 

There are various enzymes present 
in the digestive tract of animals to 
help digest proteins, starches and 
fats. The addition of extra enzymes 
in beef cattle rations had been sug- 
gested to give additional benefit in 
the digestion of feeds. 

Digestibility data were also col- 
lected in this experiment. There was 
no increase in the digestibility of 
nutrients from the addition of the 
enzyme preparation when soybean 
oil meal was added or excluded from 
the ration. 
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A difference of 59 pounds in total 
gain was found between the groups 
with no protein supplementation and 
those fed 0.65 pound soybean oil 
meal daily (Lots 1 and 3, Table 1). 
Neither group was fed the enzyme 
supplementation. When 3.4 grams of 
the. enzyme was added to the ration 
there was a difference of 8 pounds 
in total gain and approximately 3 
percent in efficiency of feed utiliza- 
tion between those fed 0.65 pound 
soybean oil meal and those fed no 
protein supplementation (Lots 2 and 
4, Table 1). These differences in 


gains and feed efficiencies were not 
significant when subjected to statis- 
tical analyses, so must be considered 
as trends. Animal variation was 
great within the treatment groups. 

Most of the steers were not fat 
enough to grade choice at the con- 
clusion of this experiment. There- 
fore, the cattle were group-fed sev- 
eral weeks longer. Carcass data were 
obtained but since the cattle were 
slaughtered on different dates the 
comparison of carcass grades due to 
treatments would not be a true eval- 
uation.<4

> Performance testing is not new. 
As will be pointed out in a future 
article, carcass evaluation was of 


more importance to the stockman in 


England 200 years ago, than “on the 
hoof” appraisal. To ultimately pro- 
duce the carcass that is desirable 


from all standpoints, e.g., increased 


carcass value, resulting from in- 
creased yield of preferred cuts, and 
from increased yield of salable re- 


tail cuts, the only approach known 


at this time is to use a high gaining 
sire, who has shown a good growth 
curve from birth through the year- 


ling stage and who is packing the 


carcass measurements needed to ob- 
tain these finer carcasses in his off- 
spring. Dr. O. D. Butler, Head of 


the Department of Animal. Hus- 


bandry, Texas A & M, College Sta- 
tion, Texas, stated recently ‘that 
from many research reports from all 


over the U. S., rib-eye area was 
found consistently to be about 70% 
heritable. In fact the rib-eye area is 
the most highly heritable charac- 
teristic known.”. This is an example 
of just one of the factors that PRI 
is striving for, and setting standards 
for. 

Now the ‘question is: How are we 
to find the sires with these char- 
acteristics? The answer is: Perform- 
ance testing under the guidance and 
supervision of Performance Registry 
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standards a code which you will note 
on the certificates above. They are 
described as follows: 


>A. A “W” is used to show that 
the animal qualified on weaning 
weight. Minimum qualification for a 
Bull would be 475# at 205 days. 
The “W” will be followed by a code 
number based on the actual number 
of pounds the animal weighs above 
the minimum after disregarding the 
last numeral. (For example, 87+ 
above the minimum would be W8, 
which would indicate that the Bull 


weighed 555#, at least.) 


> B. A “G” is used to show that 
the animal qualified on ability to 
gain. Bulls fed in the feed lot must 
gain at least 364+ in 140 days to 


qualify. The same code is used. 


> C. To qualify for a “Y’ rating 
or Yearling rating, a bull having 
been full fed after weaning in a 
feed lot, must show a 2.4% weight 
for day of age or a weight of 876+ 
at 365 days.

records, honestly kept, will be the 
guide to be used in selecting your 
more productive breeding cattle. 
These records then, when used 
properly and giving proper emphasis 
to quality and beef conformation, as 
well as production, will give you an 
opportunity to breed more profitable 
beef cattle. 

Performance Registry Interna- 
tional has defined certain standards 
of excellence that are to be used as

@ I APPRECIATE THE INVITA- 
TION to participate in the fifth an- 
nual convention of Performance 
Registry International. It has been 
my privilege to have taken part in 
all of your conventions since the 
birth of your organization in 1955. 
These have been interesting years as 
we have watched the development of 
an idea into an organized effort 
which is now beginning to have an 
impact on the beef cattle industry. 
Your organization has played a vital 
role in coordinating the efforts of all 
segments of the industry towards 
this end. Your conventions are now 
recognized as the common meeting 
ground for charting the course of 
performance testing programs. 

My assignment on this program is 
to review the developments during 
the past year and appraise the cur- 
rent status of performance testing 
throughout the country. The statis- 
tics I will quote were obtained re- 
cently from a survey conducted 
among the State extension beef 
cattle specialists. The survey showed 
that the past year was marked by 
continued expansion in adoption of 
performance testing. 

A total of 3369 herds represent- 
ing 257,413 brood cows were enrolled 
in performance testing programs on 
January 1, 1960. The breakdown by 
regions was as follows:

Mr. Charles E. Bell, Jr. is a Native of Duval County in Florida, where he was 
raised on a livestock and poultry farm. He received a B. S. A. cum laude in 
1931 at the University of Georgia, where he majored in Animal Husbandry and 
Veterinary Medicine.

Although these figures represent 
a modest increase over the numbers 
reported a year ago, they represent 


more than a two-fold increase over 
the 1443 herds reported two years 


ago. This is not the whole story, as 
a substantial increase was observed 


in the number of cattlemen who are 
weighing and keeping records on 
calves without enrolling in a formal 
program. 


Another factor which must be con- 
sidered in evaluating expansion fi- 
gures is that formal participation in 
many States had already reached the 
capacity of the personnel available 
for supervising weighing and grad- 
ing. The emphasis in these States 
was directed towards organizing for 
more adequate service rather than 
increasing enrollment. This is being 
accomplished in several ways: 


> 1. Ten State extension services 
have now added an additional staff 
member to devote full-time to per- 
formance testing. These men will 
supplement the work of the beef cat- 
tle specialists who devote consider- 
able time to the program in addition 
to the other phases of beef cattle 
production. In some States the 
specialists are training county agents 
to serve a local supervisors of test- 


ing.

> 2. Machine processing of per- 
formance records provide a partial 
answer to the prob'em of servicing 
large numbers of herds. This method 
provides the cattleman with com- 
plete herd records with up-to-date 
cumulative data on individual ani- 
mals, progeny groups and herds. It 
also records a wealth of data in a 
form which can be readily used for 
research studies. The growing num- 
ber of records which are being ac- 
cumulated throughout the country 
points up the opportunity for analyz- 
ing these records on a national basis. 
This is needed to speed up the search 
for superior bloodlines and add to 
our knowledge of genetics. 

The land-grant colleges in the fol- 
lowing 11 States have inaugurated 
machine processing of performance 
records: California, Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, New York, North Caro- 
lina, Oklahoma, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Wisconsin, and Virginia. 

This phase of the program is com- 
paratively new and each State has 
developed their own machine record 
forms. I can foresee a confusing sit- 
uation arising from thé diversity of 
formats unless standard machine 
record forms can be adopted and 
used. Your organization has already 
encountered this problem in extract- 
ing information from State machine 
records for use in computing per- 
formance for PRI certificates. We 
can expect development of regional

processing centers which further em- 
phasizes the need for standardiza- 
tion of forms. This is a matter which 
should be resolved while the volume 
of machine processed performance 
records is still small. Studies are 
now being planned with the objective 
of achieving a solution in the near 
future.

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> 3. Beef Cattle Improvement As- 
sociations provide the framework for 
organized State programs. Through 
their representatives on the PRI 
Board of Directors, coordination and 
cooperation on a national basis is 
encouraged. Three additional State 
BCIA’s were organized since my re- 
port at the 1959 PRI convention, 
bringing the total number of State 
organizations up to 17. The new 
States are Colorado, Florida, and 
Iowa. State organizations previously 
reported were California, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Montana, New Mex- 
ico, New York, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, O re gon, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota, Texas, and Virginia. 
The movement was started with the 
organization of the Virginia BCIA 
in 1955. 

Fourteen of the above organiza- 
tions are BCIAs devoted solely to 
performance testing programs. Three 
States—New York, North Carolina, 
and Ohio—have organized their pro- 
gram within the framework of their 
State Cattlemen’s Associations. 

The primary objective of the State 
programs is to assist herd owners 
secure information to guide them in 
the selection of breeding animals 
within their herds. In view of the 
environmental differences between 
herds, no attempt is made to estab- 
lish minimum standards for certifica- 
tion in the States. Complete adjusted 
gain records and conformation scores 
are secured on all calves and the 
owner appraises the relative merit 
of each animal. Montana has a 
unique program which provides for 
an index based on the performance 
of the individual calf in relation to 
the average performance of the calf 
crop within the herd. 

Another development which is ex- 
panding rapidly is the establishment 
of official bull testing stations for 
securing postweaning rates of gain 
under uniform feedlot conditions. 
The survey revealed that 31 stations 
were in operation in 19 States dur- 
ing 1959. A total of 1962 bulls were 
gain-tested in these stations last 
year. 

In addition, there were sizable 
number of bulls feedlot tested on 
the owner’s farms. Figures on this 
were not obtained for the Nation; 
however, two States voluntarily re- 
ported 449 bulls between them. 

Bull-testing stations are becoming 
more popular and can make a val- 
uable contribution to the beef cattle 
industry. If the potential value of 
these stations is to be realized, the 
following points should be empha- 
sized: 

> 1. Breeders should be en- 
couraged to consign progeny groups 
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in order to test the performance of 
sires. 

> 2. Entries should be screened on 
the basis of their preweaning per- 
formance and conformation scores. 
This helps to make most efficient 
use of limited facilities and reduces 
the temptation to offer poor type 
bulls with high gain records for 
sale. 

> 3. Announcement of feedlot gain 
performance should also include the 
adjusted weaning weights and life- 
time averages. 

Carcass evaluation is a popular 
subject of conversation in beef cat- 
tle circles today. Considerable re- 


search is being conducted to deter- 
mine what constitutes a meat type 


steer and to develop better methods 
for objective evaluation of car- 
casses. Progress is being made along 
this line. 


I am convinced that carcass evalu- 
ation will play an essential role in 
cattle breeding programs of the fu- 
ture. We will have to give a lot of 
attention to carcass quality if we 
increase the average yield of red 
meat in our cattle. The swine indus- 
try has already pointed the way. A 
great need in performance testing 
today is the development of simple 
yardsticks for appraising carcass 
value. These measurements should 
be designed so that they can be 
easily obtained without disrupting 
normal packing house operations. 
Refinements could be added later as 
research uncovers new information. 
The main point is that we need to 
get started NOW in evaluating car- 
casses in progeny testing programs. 

In my opinion, this suggests an 
opportunity for Performance Regis- 
try International to expand their 
service to the industry. The swine 
record associations are already cer- 


tifying meat-type sires. I think the 
time is overdue for the beef cattle 
industry to provide for official cer- 
tification of bulls that have proven 
their ability to sire offspring that 
are not only rapid gainers but also 
possess superior carcass character- 
istics. This is a matter that can best 


be handled on a national basis rather 
than in the States. 

As long as we maintain a balanced 
program, use sound practices and 
maintain an open mind for new in- 
formation that proves to be prac- 
tical, we will go forward. I believe 
that the period ahead will be one of 


steady, solid progress in the adoption 
of performance techniques as an es- 


sential part of beef cattle breeding. 
The day is not far off when pure- 


bred pedigrees will include three gen- 
erations of performance information. 


Machine processing of records will 
be the general practice. This will not 


mean that records will replace the 
human mind in breeding cattle. They 


will provide the mind with more ac- 
curate information on which to base 


decisions. The eye of the master will 
still chart the course in the final

@TO THE SUBSCRIBERS AND 
READERS of the “American Live- 
stock Journal” who are unacquainted 
with the Beef Performance Register, 
we wish to say: 

Beef Performance Register, the 
magazine which in this issue is com- 
bined with the Breeders Gazette, is 
the official publication of Perform- 
ance Registry International. 

Performance Registry Interna- 
tional is a not-for-profit corporation 
made up of cattle breeders and feed- 
ers, who want to promote the beef 
cattle industry. PRI was five years 
old in May of this year. Its method 
of promoting beef cattle is to pro- 
vide a central office where records 
of performance of beef cattle of all 
breeds and of all nations can be re- 
corded. It also has set up certain 
standards of excellence which en- 
able cattlemen to see which animals 
have made superior performance rec- 
ords. It issues certificates of regis- 
tration for such superior animals and 
certifies to their performance rec- 
ords. 

There are 367 life members of 
Performance Registry International 
in 35 States, 5 provinces of Canada, 
and in South West Africa, and the 
Bahamas. 

Life memberships cost $25.00. 
Registration fees for performance 
are $3.00 for the first rating and 
$1.00 for subsequent ratings for the 
same animal. Ratings are given for 
weaning weights, for yearling 
weights and for 140 day feed test 
gains. 

PRI also issues certificates of pro- 
duction based.on the performance 
records of the progeny of bulls and 
cows. These production records are 
designated with “Stars” similar to 
the “Star” ratings given dairy ani- 
mals, with high producing progeny. 

The first office of Performance 
Registry International was in the 
Agricultural Building at West Texas 
State College, Canyon, Texas. On 
April 1, 1960, the office was moved 
to 731 East 17th Ave., Denver 3, 
Colorado.

> At present, we think that we 
will have more stocker and feeder 
cattle for sale in Kentucky this fall, 
than we have had in the past few 
years. As you probably know, Ken- 
tucky is a cattle grazing state and 
most of the cattle are sold off of 
grass. 

At present, we are having quite 
a bit of rain throughout the state 
and the pastures are in good condi- 
tion. At some points in the state 
they have special Feeder Calf Sales. 
The cattle in these sales are out of 
the best herds of both Angus and 
Hereford cattle in the state. 

The larger feeder cattle weighing 
from 750 to 900 pounds are cattle 
that were bought last fall as calves, 
and wintered here in Kentucky, and 
have been on grass this summer. 

The cattle movement will start 
here in Kentucky around the Ist of 
September and should be over by the 
middle of November. During this 
time, there will be several hundred 
of these stocker and feeder cattle 
sold in the auctions each sale day. 
At this season of the year, the farm- 
ers sell their larger feeders and re- 
place them with stocker calves 
weighing from 300 to 400 pounds. 
Ninety per cent of the larger feeders 
will be dehorned and sold in lots ac- 
cording to weight and quality.

Bred Heifers for Sale 
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Hog Confinement Not 
For Everyone 


@ THE NEED FOR SKILLED 
MANAGEMENT ability and high 
capital investment should cause hog 
producers to weigh their decisions 
carefully before switching to a con- 
fined rearing system. 

A. G. Mueller, University of Illi- 
nois agricultural economist, pointed 
out recently that advancements in 
nutrition, disease control, and engi- 
neering have made confinement hog 
systems possible. But the manage- 
ment problems of adopting new 
techniques and carrying out the 
day-to-day operations can make the 
difference between success and fail- 
ure. 

Feed costs are not greatly dif- 
ferent for either system. Confine- 
ment may make automatic feed 
handling easier. But the cost ad- 
vantage from complete mixed ra- 
tions of corn and fortified soybean 
meal is available to either confine- 
ment or pasture systems. 

Shifting hog pasture to corn will 
increase crop income by as much as 
$40 to $45 an acre. But producers 
using a pasture system may get 
more fertility value from the ma- 
nure saved. Also all hog pastures 
can’t be shifted to corn. 

Investment costs of new hog rais- 
ing facilities may be quite high. Al- 
though costs vary widely, estimates 
show they come to about $25 per 
pig capacity. Most confinement lay- 
outs can handle only about two 
groups of pigs a year. So annual 
costs of the confined rearing unit 
come to about 65 cents per 100 
pounds of pork marketed. Buildings 
with heating, air conditioning or 
automatic feeding equipment will 
cost more than this. 

Labor costs may be less with con- 
*finement systems. Much depends on 
how well the system is planned and 
method of manure disposal. 

Switching to confinement systems 
has created management problems 
that many farmers did not expect. 
Disease control, manure handling, 
tail biting, scheduling farrowings, 
and building design have caused 
troubles. Top managers will solve 
these problems, others will not. 

Interest in hog production in con- 
finement will continue. But the esti- 
mate by some that 75 per cent of 
the hogs will be raised in confine- 
ment within 10 years looks high. 
To have such a development would 
require about half of the farmers 
now raising hogs to invest from 
$6,000 to $20,000 in hog buildings. 
He thinks competition for invest- 
ment funds may restrict any rapid 
shift to confinement systems.<4

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Management Tips 

> Newly purchased and freshly 
weaned calves should receive fresh 
water, salt, and a well-balanced. ra- 
tion, or good pasture for several days 
until they are “quieted down.” Cat- 
tle turned on lush pasture should 
have good grass (not legume) hay 
available in a rack. 

The cattle should be watched 


closely for “shipping fever’ and 
other diseases. Consult your veteri- 


narian if a health problem arises. 
When cattle are settled down on a 
farm, treat them with Phenothiazine 
for internal parasites (follow manu- 
facturer’s directions for the product 
used). Use recommended insecticides 
for continuous control of external 
parasites (flies, ticks, and lice). Rub- 
bing posts charged with 5 per cent 
DDT oil, or the use of dusts of 
Methoxychlor or DDT are the easiest 
control methods. Apply a single 
treatment of systemic secticide to 
the cattle between July 1 and No- 
vember 1 for control of grub. 


Pointers in Winter Feeding 

> Always meet the protein re- 
quirements, because non-legume 
roughages are low in protein and 


bacteria require the nitrogen in pro- 
tein for proper digestion of other 


feed stuff, especially roughages; al- 
so, protein is essential for growth of 
young cattle. 

Adjust the energy (total digestive 
nutrients or TDN) content of the ra- 
tion to the level recommended for the 
gain desired. 

Feed phosphate with salt a 1:1, or 
2:1 mixture of salt and steamed bone 
meal or dicalcium phosphate should 
be fed free choice to all cattle. 

In drought areas, feed Vitamin A 
in the supplement, or include % 
pound of dehydrated Alfalfa meal, 
or 2 to 3 pounds of Alfalfa Hay in 
the daily ration for each calf. Three 
pounds of Alfalfa Hay may be sub- 
stituted for 1 pound of 41 per cent 
supplement.

- cent less sows during June-August.

>I have discussed this subject 
with a number of folks here at the 
market, and our thinking is pretty 
general. My opinion is not to be 
taken as an expert in this field. 

In the St. Louis National Stock 
Yards market area, we do not feel 
there has been the reduction in hog 
numbers, as shown for the corn belt 
as a whole. The feed supply in the 
area is ample and most farmers 
feel that with low feed costs, winter 
markets will be profitable for fall 
pigs. There will be a good demand 
for feeder pigs, and they could get 
pretty high if we have prospects for 
an early frost. Some of the corn was 
planted late, and with the wet spring 
in some areas, corn will be late ma- 
turing. The over-all outlook for the 
livestock farmer in our area is good.

LITERALLY, AMERICAN AGRICULTURE is on the 
march. All over this blessed continent the state fairs 
and stock shows bid for public 
attention upon the farmer’s best. 
We counted 25 major exhibitions 
scheduled for September, including the National Bar- 
row Show at Austin, Minn., Sept. 13-16. The fair is 
your forum, proving ground and show window all at 
once. You will have an actual audience of 15,000,000 
people or more this very month. That many will 
throng the fair-grounds in person eager to know your 
story. One thing sure: the boy whose right hand 
wields a showstick, manipulates a hurdle or sets up 
a sheep, is the man of the future. 


Encourage Him 


ENCOURAGE HER, TOO. Increasingly, girls are tak- 
ing their modest place in animal husbandry classes, 

judging contests, even veterinary 
Agr. Needs You! training; and most importantly 

on the R.F.D. box by the front 
gate where it is denoted that Mr. and Mrs. Stock 
Farmer live here. Come September and it is the 
bounden duty and privilege of farm parents to see 
that their children start to school. Right now it looks 
as if enrollments in our agricultural colleges will be 
down again. There may be reasons for not being there 
on registration day, but they’re not very good ones. 
Any college is costly, yes, but there are still plenty 
of ambitious, dedicated students working their way 
through. If you are not ready to farm, there are three 
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good jobs open for every agricultural graduate. As to 
military service, the land-grant colleges have recog- 
nized the obligation of their youth to their country for 
100 years. Let’s celebrate the centenary by filling the 
A. & M. colleges, now grown into state universities, 
with farm boys and girls. What better life? 


THERE ARE SOME THINGS a new administration 
could do to help merely by deploying its army of 

agriculturists. The government has or- 
Addenda 


ganized the recording of performance 

in dairy cattle and poultry so as to 
make our efficiency in the production of milk, eggs 
and white meat the standard of the world. Similar aid 
should be extended to performance testing (on the 
farm) of beef cattle and hogs . . . Idaho is the 25th 
state to qualify as modified brucellosis free, New 
Hampshire the first to be completely free of abortion. 
1976 counties have less than 5% of their herds and 
1% of their cattle reacting to Bang’s. For just a little 
more effort in the next decade we would eradicate 
both brucellosis and hog cholera from the U.S.A., 
just as we have already banished Texas fever, foot- 
and-mouth, vesicular exanthema and bovine tubercu- 
losis. 


For A LONG TIME the Department of Labor has 
published monthly a consumer’s food cost index. In- 

deed, the escalator clause in some 
Togetherness union contracts is based on it. Sim- 

ilarly the Department of Agriculture 
publishes monthly the average prices received by 
farmers for basic and non-basic commodities, together 


“with the effective parity prices on those same items. 


Now, maybe those two cabinet officers could get to- 
gether. When Labor publishes what the consumer is 
paying for meat and milk, in the very next column 
Agriculture could insert what the farmer is getting 
for those very same items. It wouldn’t cost a thing 
extra. And it would automate the producer’s public 
relations. 


DouBTLESS REMEMBERING HIS KANSAS boy- 
hood, when President Eisenhower dedicated the 

Hereford temple overlooking the 
Old and New Kansas City stockyards he asked, 

“Whatever became of the Gallo- 
way? Now you could answer that the good old Scots 
are coming back. The Galloway Cattle Society of 
America has been organized with Archie R. Minish, 
Springfield, Ia., sec’y.; Alfred Morine, Hennepin, I11., 
pres., and Harold Todd, Bozeman, Mont., v.p. O.K. 
We need to bring back the Galloways, Devons, High- 
lands, and likewise welcome the new Santa Gertrudis, 
Charollaise, Red Angus, Brahmans. We have room 
for all, without crowding the Herefords, Angus and 
Shorthorns, still the backbone of our industry. Says
